< Id Friday last we received a call from 
Mr. [a Allen, an elderly gentlemen from 
liodseater, -SS'cw York, who came to 
Colorado about a year ago. By the ad- 
vice of physicians Mr. Allen was instruc- 
ted to keep in the open air as much as 
possible, and so he traveled extensively 
through southern Colorado, pro-pet ting 
and viewing the country. He gave us 
the particulars of a strange discovery he 
made on one of his tramps, but declined 
to jive the exict locality, mentioning 
only that it was sv»me distance from 
Pueblo. At the place mentioned several 
large mounds or foothills appear rising 
from the plains, and situated some dis- 
tance from the mountains. Mr. Allen 
visited these, and the first thing peculiar 
he noticed was what appeared to be a 
petrified a coanut, It was much larger 
than the ordinary fruit of this kind, but 
abimsl oerfect in formation. The three 
eyes of a cocoa nut were plainly to be 
seen. On breaking open the strange 
ston .- or petrifaction the shell appeared 
perfect, being some half an inch in thick- 
ness, and the inside was composed of 
white crystal quarts. Mr. Allen con- 
tinue 1 his investigations and discovered 
anuml>erof other specimens similar to 
theiirst: also others resembling other 
kinds of fruits. Some of these contained 
what appeared to be seeds embedded in 
quariz. Specimens of petrified wood in 
large quantities were also found. The 
mounds or hills appeared to be made np 
of loose, sandy soil, and shells were 
found in great variety and quantity. 
The strangest part of the discovery, how- 
ever, was yet to come. In digging into 
the sid-? of the hill Mr. Allen unearthed 
whats<eined tOjbe a perfectly petrified 
sea- turtle, and before closing his investi- 
gation* about a d....ea of these were dis- 
covered. He described them to us as 
being almost perfect, and no doubt ap- 
pear- t-> remain in his mind but that 
they i«re genuine petrifactions of sea- 
turtics such as are found in the Pacific. 
From the numerous specimens of shells 
that are found at various places on the 
pkins, and numbers of which are found 
in this neighborhood, many iiersons are 
led to believe that the great plains on 
wliich we live were at one time the bed 
of an immense ocean, and this discovery 
tends to confirm that theory. We learn 
that several gentlemen of this city, to 
whom Mr. Allen has disclosed his dis- 
covery, propose accompanying him in a 
wagon to the scene of his explorations 
and bringing with them some of the new 
found curiosities. — Colorado Springs 
iV'iuntatnrcr.

Railway men are generally considered 
somewhat unsusceptible to religious in- 
fluences, but recent results show that 
this impression should be modified. 
Hailroiul Christian associations are nu- 
merous and effective, and within the Ia>t 
four years have extended to almost every 
part of the railway system of the coun- 
try. Mr. Lang Sheaf, of Cleveland, who 
is known as "the bishop of railroad 
men," in a recent address, made some 
very interesting statements. There are 
now thirty Christian associations of rail- 
way men in the United States. At Al- 
toona, where an association has for some 
time been in operation, over 1,'JOA rail- 
road men attended one meeting recently, 
and fifteen hundred persons were added 
to the churches of that city as the result 
of four months' work.

Secondly — Not to permit or suier 
either belligerent to make use of its p> ts 
or waters as the base of naval ojieratims 
■gainst the other, or for the purpose >f 
the renewal or augmentation of military 
supplies or arms or the recruiting of met. 

Thirdly — To use due diligence in Is 
Own porta and waters, and as to all |*r- 
sons within its jurisdiction, to prevent 
any violation of foregoing obligations 
and duties, and the high Contra Ctiag 
parlies agree to observe thc.-e rules as 
between themselves in future and to 
uring them to the knowledge of other 
maritime powers and to invite them to 
accede to them. 

It is the opinion of the *tate depart- 
ment that, as both Rusla and Turkey 
arc friendly power-, it ishighly improb- 
able that either will mate any effort to 
police the American coat, and prevent 
the shipment of coiitHband of war. 
Turkey can nnquestioiabty close the 
IUack sea; and if Husia proposes to 
prevent the shipment «f munitions of 
war to Turkish jiorts, a sentry fleet can 
effect this easier on the Straits of Gibral- 
tar than in the north Alantic. In any 
case, however, shipment of contraband 
of war to a l»e!ligerent are at private 
venture, which a naval eiricer can over- 
haul on the high seas ody upon informa- 
tion previously obtained Such a search, 
it is said at the state de>su-ttiicnt, is at 
the risk of the officer msVing it. and he 
ami his government oeame responsible 
upon a failure to make {oad the charge 
of carrying contraband of war. It is 
tolerably plain that thertate department 
anticipates no serious complications on 
account of such seizures.

In spite of their num- 
bers — Knglish teachers may l>e counted 
by the hundreds — they charge a high 
price for their instruction, and are held 
in great esteem by the Russians, who 
often retain their services for years.

The supply of cotton goods to the 
world is mainly furnished by Great 
Britain and the I'nited States. The 
consumption of cotton goods in this 
country is equal to twelve' pound- per 
head of the population, while in Europe 
it is only equal to five pounds per head 
The cotton manufactured in Great Britain 
and retained for home consumption is 
about six pounds per bead, and on the con- 
tinent of Europe not over four and a half 
poii tnls. The exports from Great Britain 
to countries other than Europe and the 
United States is 800,000,000 pounds, 
while 40,000,000 j*)UBds are sent from 
the United states. Tie exports of cot- 
ton fabrics to Asia, Africa, South and 
< fentral America, Mexico, and Australia 
i- less than one pound of cotton per 
head to the populatioi. It follows, then, 
that only one fifth of the population ot 
these countries is supplied by machine- 
made cotton. There remain, therefore, 
outside of the United States and Europe, 
800,000,000 of people -hose clothing con- 
sists mainly of cotton doth, who are yet 
supplied by hand-spun 
To supply these people with machine- 
made cotton at the rsic of five pounds 
per head will require 4,000,000 addi- 
tional bales of cotton • year and 40,000,- 
000 additional spindles-

While walking in thesouthwestern part 
of the city, many years since, I noticed 
the driver of a coal cart who was alxtut 
delivering his load. The man, who had 
but one arm, was cheerful, strong, and 
active, and seemed but little impeded in 
his work by the loss of his limb. On 
Wing a-ked whether he did not find the 
loss of his hand and arm a very serious 
inconvenience, he answered "no." and 
said that he was still able to haul seven 
ton- of coal daO] , which was as much as 
most men cared to do. Jle then showed 
me how he made the stump of the ampu- 
tated arm useful, by resting the end of 
the shovel against it, while he grasped 
the handle and lifted the coal with fiis 
remaining hand and arm. Here was a 
striking instance of energy, courage and 
the manly determination which enables 
persons to overcome difficulties; but 
when he also lo\d me that he had never 
once regretted the loss of a limb so iin- 
pirtant to the working man, it seemed 
strange and surprising. 

Here was something that needed ex- 
planation: and in answer to inquiries, I 
learned that the arm bad l»een sacrificed 
in order to save the life of another person. 
Years ore v ions to my interview, he had 
been employed with others at a mill in 
the country, and on a certain occasion he 
saw that a large, heifvy door, which had 
lieen loosened from its fastenings in one 
of the upjier stories of the mill, whs alsiut 
falling from a great height, and thata 
fellow-workman, unconscious of the acci- 
dent, was stooping with his back bent 
directly on the sjmH where the door must 
strike the ground, and that from his po- 
sition the man must almost certainly be 
killed if the door struck him. There 
was no time for reflection or hesitation, 
but my informant immediately extended 
an nrm, received the first shock of the 
falling door, and thus warded it off his 
companion, so that he was little if any 
hurt. The arm, of course, was so shat- 
tered that it had to be promptly re- 
moved. 

It has often occurred to me that this 
was an instance of true Christian hero- 
ism, such as we have few examples of. 
He doubtless had the comfort of an ap- 
proving conscience, and therefore felt no 
sorrow or regret for the part he had 
taken. We have good reason to suppose 
that he who seeth not as man seeth be- 
hold many who are of small account in 
the eyes of the world, who are yet ob- 
jects of his favor and regard. The subject 
ot the preceding anecdote must have had 
a portion of that unselfish love and spirit 
of self-sacrifice of which the life and suf- 
ferings of our divine Redeemer has given 
us the great example.

Ceremoniousness and jmliteuess.though 
often mistaken and substituted one for 
the other, are by no means the same 
thing. Ceremony, being the outward 
form by which certain ordinary acts of 
civility are expressed by the common 
agreement of the refined, is generally 
more or less practiced by the polite. 
These, if versed in the conversational 
usages of society, become thus to a cer- 
tain degree ceremonious. They accord- 
ingly are seen to make use of those ordi- 
nary formulas of manner and behavior 
set by fashion or established by custom. 
They will cut their dress, move their 
limbs, mold their manners and direct 
external habits of life to a great extent 
iu conformity with social regulation. As 
the desire to please, which is the impell- 
ing motive to politeness, makes them so 
far compliant as to be careful not to of- 
fend the fastidiousness of formal pro 
priety by transgression of its obvious 
rules, they also refuse to insult the com- 
mon-sense of mankind by an exhibition 
of extreme deference to the arbitrary 
authority of convention. The genuinely 
polite, while conforming to. are nev?r de- 
votees of fashion, ro its exclusive rights 
and ceremonial observances. Their sym- 
pathies are too broad to be kept within 
the narrow limits of such an intolerant 
worship. 

While ceremony is accepted with 
unliable compliance by the polite, polite- 
ness is often refused by the ceremonious. 
The great stickler for ceremony is ordi- 
narily, in fact, entirely destitute of po- 
liteness. He, however, is apparently so 
unconscious of the want that he gener- 
ally prides himself on the possession of 
it. He is apt to l>e entirely ignorant of 
its very nature, and thus his frequent 
error in supposing he has what he has 
not. By him politeness is thought to 
consist of those very ceremonious observ- 
ances of which he has bo many at his 
command, and so profusely bestows. 
Like some j>eople who seem to believe 
that all the duties of religion may be 
fulfilled by a diligent practice of its 
formalities, as the muttering of pre- 
scribed prayers and making of genuflec- 
tions, the ceremonious are apparently of 
the opinion that human courtesy requires 
no more than the giving of formal bows. 

The Americans, who are ordinarily 
great scorners of ceremony, are remarka- 
ble for their civility as a people. What- 
ever may be the lowliness of their posi- 
tion, they have all more or less of that 
self-respect essential to a due regard for 
the feelings and innate dignity of their 
fellows. They mav keep their hats tight 
upon their heads, and hands sunk deep 
into their pockets, apparently incapable 
of a word of reverence or gesture of obei 
sance, and yet they will seldom utter a 
syllable to offend the most delicate feel- 
'ing or commit an act indicative of inten- 
tional rudeness. Their readiness to oblige 
is proverbial, and every stranger will ob- 
serve with what eager civility they meet 
his approaches. The demands of curios- 



them, but they spontaneously offer such 
information as they have to give ; and 
the foreign traveler records with grati- 
tude the facility of his journeying* 
through all parts of the United States, 
aided and supported as he has always been 
by the kiudly communication and genial 
■yatypSthy of its native inhabitants, 
however coarse their exterior and un- 
familiar they may be with the tonveu 
tional forms of manner. 

In foreign countries there is a L'reat 
deal more of the external show of re- 
spect. An American traveler remarked 
of a proviacial town on the continent of 
Europe, vhere be had occasion to rest 
for some weeks, that the inhabitants 
seemed to be so much occupied with 
taking off their bats and putting them 
on^again. -hat he could not conceive how 
it was indole for them to find time to 
do any tli iag else. In fact, this externtl 
cerwnoMy seemed so preoccupriog and 
all abajrhing that the civility which this 
was naturally supposed to express was 
entirely wanting. The form had taken 
the place of substauce. On accoeting a 
l>erson of decent exterior, who stopped 
with the ever-ready touch to the hat, he 
was encouraged to make a simple in- 
quiry in regard to the situation of a 
street. The answer he received—' .^ne 
Anylak."." (Cursed Englishman!) — was 
prompt, if not much to the purpose, as 
the fellow, who had mistaken the Ameri- 
can's broken accents for those of an in- 
habitant of "jjcrfiilr Albion," with an- 
other touch to the hat, turned upon his 
heel. 

While a Frenchman or German will 
take off his hat to every well dressed 
female chance may throw in his way, he 
will hardly bend himself to lift a fallen 
child, or move an inch upon the seat 
where he has planted himself to make 
room for a fainting woman. Our coun- 
trymen are deservedly notable for their 
tender solicitude for the weak and help 
less, whoever they may be; and their 
chivalrous attention to unprotected 
women, vherover they are found, is pro- 
verbial. 

I'oltteness, civility and courtesy, al- 
though they derive their names from the 
city and court, and would seem to have 
taken their origin in those artificial cen- 
ters of sjciety, and to indicate merely a 
conventional form of manners, have now 
come to have a larger signification, and 
embrace not only the external motions of 
behavior, but the sentiments and feelings 
whichprompt them. That which is purely 
gesture may l>e distinguished as cere-

The defenders of the 
scheme say that the Mexican authority 
is at an end, and that there can be no 
government there unless it is sustained 
from this side of the line, and that the 
time has come to make another huge ad- 
dition to our territory on the southwest.

money. There is a field in the B'bcb 
Hills now for capital seeking invest 
men t — oo field at all for labor seeking 
employment, still less for labor seeking 
sudden wealth aod the emancipation 
which weslth brings. All the kuown 
paying ground in the Hills is already 
takeu up, and is held by the owners, 
when they are willing to sell at all, »t 
figures far above the pockets of the 
great majority of immigrants. Of 
course there have beso, aod will be. 
exceptional instances of good luck ; 
penniless lads and tatterdemalion ue 
jrioes have stumbled upon lortuoes. 
But these are the rare prizes in a lot 
tery lull of blanks, snd in the nature 
of ibings, they will be rarer this year
